Under the present legislation the 
vessel owner will not be compelled 
file his rates, but the shipper | 
will be required to file a copy of | 
his contract or charter for the car- 
riage of grain from the head of the 
lakes to any port in Canada or the 
United States 

Objects Are Explained | 

The Hon. J. A. Robb, who, in the 
absence of the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, piloted the bill to 
day, explained that the object was 
to enable the Board of Grain Com- | 
missioners to obtain such informa. | 
tion as would enable them, if nec- 
essary, to recommend suspension of 
the coasting laws. The Right Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, Conservative lead- | 
or, described the legislation both of | 
this year and of last as an “utter 
monstrosity.” He did not think the 
present bill would even serve the 
purpose of getting information. 

The bill now goes to the Senate 

The second reading of the bill 
was passed without debate, but in| 
committee, the Hon. H. H. Stevens,
